Rankin (D) Mise, predict­ 
ed that the House will insist on 
the higher base of pay when the 
m atter is again taken up by the 
lower chamber. 
LaFollette said he Is "particu­ 
larly determined to seek the $50 
pay ainee I learned th a t only 
three of the five Senate conferees 
are standing between the Senate 
and the $50 rate.” 
Precedent Broken 
“I do not believe the Senate 
will take responsibility for chisel­ 
ing $4 monthly off soldiers’ pay 
e n v e lo p e s he said.

tering precedent for the Senate to 
be asked to vote on the conference 
report before the House, under the 
circumstances. 
They hope that if 
the Senate accept* the $46 pay it 
will influence the House to do 
likewise."

In a special A 
progress report, Col. Jouett also A 
announced that plane output ha* 1 
increased nearly 85 percent in the , 
six months since Japan attacked j 
Pearl Harbor. 
In addition. Col. Jouett stated 
that many striking advance* in 
manufacturing technique, design 
of new, harder-hittmg, 
further- 
ranging warplane*, labor training 
and other phases of the industry’* 
all-out war production effort, have j 
been made. 
New Factories Help 
The two report* indicate that ;

Nature of Foot Strain 
And Its Treatment 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
THE FOOT IS made up of a 
num ber of small bones arranged 
by N ature very ingeniously to 
allow for the movement of the 
foot in many different directions. 
W hen one c o n sid ers th e m any 
tw ists and turns and attitudes th a t 
the foot has to assum e in walking, 
standing, running a sewing rib-

chine or driving an automobile, it 
becomes no wonder th a t the me­ 
chanism should break down. 
The result of any such break­ 
down is pain, either in the foot or 
in the calf muscles or in the knee 
on prolonged standing and walk- I 
ing, or sometimes general fatigue 
and irritability w ithout any spe­ 
cial localization in the foot. Al! of 
thie used to be called “ flat foot” 
and is now generally called foot 
•train . 
» 
The nature of the difficulty used 
to be ascribed to a breakdown in 
the arches of the bones of the foot, 
but w ith the introduction of the 
term “ foot strain ,” more em phasis 
is p u t on the muscles of the fore­ 
leg. These large muscles send ten­ 
dons down to the toes and around 
the arch of the foot and it is their 
tone and action which keeps the 
arches of tha bones of the feet in 
place. 
Tired Muscles 
M ore often than anything else 
foot st rain is due to weakness and 
tirin g of these muscles. To show 
how common this foot strain is, 
in a group of probationer nurses 
there was an average of one nurse 
a week obliged to be off duty on 
account of foot strain . 
Proba­ 
tioner nurses, when they begin 
th e ir c a re e r, r a th e r suddenly 
change from habit* w here they can 
rest a good p art of the time, to 
long hours with much standing. 
Following this line of thought 
out, orthopedic surgeons believe 
th a t ex e rcise s to develop th e 
muscles of the foreleg are far more 
valuable in correcting foot strain 
than special shoes, arch supports 
or any of the old-fashioned cum­ 
bersome appliances. T h f e x e r ­ 
cises m ust be carried out persis­ 
tently. 
The arch supports may 
give tem porary relief while the 
e x e r c is e s a r e b e in g d one to 
strengthen the muscles. 


This new conception of flat foot 
I invalidates m any of our co nee p- 
| thins, because painful feet may 
j occur either in flat feet, moderately 
arched feet or highly arched feet. 
j In fact, many candidates for the 
I city police and fire departm ent* 
who appear to have flat feet have 
I really very strong feet and use 
I them perfectly. 
When many of 
I these men stand, they certainly 
j have flat feet, but when they walk 
or run their w eight-bearing lines 
I are perfect. 
This idea also has some bearing 
on the question of modern shoes 
j and high heels which commonly 
j come in for a berating from by- 
I g ie n ists, b u t th e q u estio n o f 
w hether a shoe is harm ful or not 
depends on the kind of foot and 
the kind of foreleg muscle th a t a 
w earer has. A prom inent ortho­ 
pedic su rg eo n sa y s ab o u t th a 
various attem pts to legislate the 
heights of heels th a t "one Alay as 
well try to legislate window glass 
fo r spectacles, because no two feet 
a rs rii*'*.” 


According to some ir.soranee 
companies, grow ing pain* in child­ 
ren sre due to rheum atism . My 
friend, the orthopedic surgeon, 
says th a t 999 out of I OOO cases are 
due to foot strain. By strengthen­ 
ing the muscle* of the forelegs, it 
is possible to do aw ay with the 
necessity of artificial support of 
the feet in a g reat m any cases.

4. lf the sole plate sticks, clean it while hot by rubbing it on salt sprinkled on 
a piece of paper.

6. Be careful not to scratch th* sole plate when cleaning or by ironing over 
herd objects.

Russia. 
So very firmly but politely, he 
took the position that the United

Europe was not our bailiwick, and
